night for the rent of his life would operate their 
dimmers. He wondered if the brave new world could 
add bhat bit of comfort and safety to living. It 
hasn’t happened yet, but it does seem within reason 
that it might come true. 

And along comes news of something else that is 
pretty puny in the light of our atomic age dream¬ 
ing, but may have its own place, in the realm of me¬ 
chanical advance. This is a new match that Cana¬ 
dian scientists have invented, which heats up when 
struck, but doesn’t produce a flame. The heat is so 
intense that it ignites any surface it touches. It can 
withstand any gale of wind because there’s no flame 
to blow out: 

Now that invention talks a common language, fills 
a universal need, and should go on the credit side 
of this very dubious new world we live in. A match 
is one of the basic necessities which can be improv¬ 
ed. In fact matches have been getting steadily 
worse and worse. Match sticks snap midway with 
the lighted end hurtling into all kinds of danger 
zones. Or worse "still the lighted end bursts into 
flame and immediately drops off the stick burying 
itself in clothing, upholstery or carpets. The user 
of matches, together with everything in his vicinity, 
is subjected to constant peril. If our scientists can 
give us a fool-proof match, they will have reduced 
the prospect of conflagration via. the match route. 

Of course this is relatively small scale conflagra¬ 
tion. While one batch of scientists is painstakingly 
at work devising safer matches, another batch of 
scientists is struggling grimly to create things that 
will blow up the whole world in one big bonfire, or 
render the soil of a whole nation sterile, or impreg¬ 
nate millions with dreadful disease. 

And that is our world as of today, a queer world 
indeed. Perhaps the safest plan for sanity is to 
centre on the little things like a new match, bet¬ 
ter dimmers, or perhaps a more efficient mousetrap. 
These are small things, but we can understand them.

In 1939 there were 14,718 men 
Itacliers in the English-speaking 
provinces of Canada, and even 
then it was felt that this number 
was far too small to provide the 
necessary leadership and balance 
.in education. But in 1946 there 
were only 11,684 men teachers. It 
is common knowledge that hun¬ 
dreds of very promising itiph in our 
own province took the opportunity 
on returning from war-services, to 
leave teaching and enter other oc¬ 
cupations. 

Men Are needed in education to 
head our graded schools in cities, 
towns and villages; to go ipto rur¬ 
al communities where women 
teachers do not care to go; to give 
leadership to boys in athletic and 
dub activities, and to assist in 
shaping the cultural life of our 
communities. We have too few of 
them, and over a ten-year period

their numbers are decreasing. 

The main reason for this decline 
in the relative number of men 
teachers is that teaching as a ca¬ 
reer fails to offer two things* It 
fails to offer any prospect of mak- 
ing money, and it fails to offer any 
old age security. Men of average 
common sense and intelligence 
wunt one or the other. If they give 
up the chance of “making a kil- 
i : ng” they should be assured of a 
retiring pension. If they can have 
a chance in the world of free en¬ 
terprise they will not look for a 
pension. But few men are likely 
to look with interest at a public 
service which offers limited pay 
and no pension. It is high time, in 
the public interest, that a proper 
and adequate Teacher Superannu¬ 
ation scheme was putJnto effiet in 
this and nil Canadian provinces.
